1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-1 5 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 10 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a disk drive and a method of head 
positioning in a disk drive comprising tracks not including the servo area and controlling head 
positioning to a target track that includes a second velocity control for the head to pass the non- 
servo range at a velocity calculated based on a moving distance of the non-servo range, as 
presented in the environment of claims 1 and 10. It is noted that the closest prior art, Nishimura 
et al., shows a system for head positioning that adjusts cylinder addresses for seeking across zone 
boundaries. However, Nishimura et al. fails to disclose a second velocity control for the head to 
pass the non-servo range at a velocity calculated based on a moving distance of the non-servo 
range as claimed.
